The Water Department is confronted 
with a very serious condition OB ac- 
count of the excessive consumption of 
water due to the cold weather of tbe 
past few days. 
i 
At the present "writing, every a-c-ail- 
able gallon of water is being pumped 
into the reservoirs from all tbe dif- 


j fflrent sources of the Department, aod 
| notwithstanding this, the reservoir is 
| falling at the ra.te of one foot p«r 
j day. so that only 
about 
one day's 
supply remains in the reservoir. The 
only way to relieve this situation is 
no -reduce toe consumption within the 
: capacity of the Department, and that 
can be done only by the water takers 
refraining1 from lottine: the water run 
to prevent freezing. To prevent freez- 
ing of meters and pipes, instead of ( 
letting the water 
run, 
cover 
them, 
with oM- newspapers, baggiru? or some 
such material. 
In exceptional cases, 
where it is necessary to let the water 
run, 
a srnall stream will suffice, just 
enough, to keep tb,« water in circula- 
tion. 
The prospect within the next two or 
three days is warmer weather, so we 
appeal to the water takers to take ad- 
vantage of this and discontinue letting 
tne water run. 
In case of a freeze-up 
of meter or service, 
the Department 
has men ready to relieve the trouble 
at any time day or ntjjht. by telephon- 
ing 467-R. We would prefer to do this 
rather than have tho water takers let 
the water run. 


~TTe are about to shut off all drink- 
„ fountains and horse troughs and 
are taking all possible Hteps to curtail 
waste, and it Is up to tho, water takers 
to co-oporatft with the Department and 
conserve the supply so as to obviate 
flhuttinK off certain sections of tho city 
which we do not wish to do, and will 
not be necessary If each one does hla 
part.

of inexperienced woman voters natur 
ally sympathetic with human suffer 
ing, would tend to weaken prosecution 
of the war. She contended most em- 
phatically it would not and on the ba- 
sis of sympathy with human suffering 
alone women were opposed to an ill- 
advised peace. 
TJie anti-suffragists set forth their 
principal argumant in a prepared state- 
ment by Mrs. James "W*. Wads worth. 
Jr., president of the National Associa- 
tion Opposed to Woman Suffrage- 
Tha 
argument for the ajitis decla-red that 
suffragists.and socialists, seeking to 
destroy the right of each state to Kettle 
the question by popular vote, had ra- 
fiorted to "the lowest political meth- 
ods." It charged them with circulating 
a. canard that President 
Wilson had 
promised Alice Paul, 
leader 
of 
the 
White Honse pickets, that he would se- 
cretly aid the amendment. 
"The chaxge that the majority 
of 
women are pacifists is absolutely dis- 
proved by the zeal with which women 
have thrown 
themselves 
into 
war 
service," said Dr. Shaw. 
"It is no over-statement to say that 
where one man offered voluntarily to 
enlist, ten women have offered for ac- 
tive war work In the field in which 
women 
can serve the government 
•while thousands more are preparing 
themselves for 
the service 
so that 
just as soon 
aa the country 
calls 
morn men to the army they can fill 
the vacancies and carry on the abso- 
lutely essential work of provisioning:

"If we need a more definite state- 
ment on this point, we need only to 
turn to the last election in Canada 
which hinged entirely upon conscrip- 
tion and was carried in favor of the 
measure by the votes of the Canadian 
women."

mand lor conservation In all lines. It 
behooves everybody to cut 
off 
the 


things which are non-essential in or- 
der that the things that are absolutely 
essential may receive more attention 
and always first attention. This 
the policy adopted by the railroads 
and the steamship lines. They do not 
want to waste their power carrying 
things that are not essential to the 
welfare of the people while they have 
to meet such overpowering demands 
for the transportation of the great es- 
sentials—food, fuel, clothing and the 
men and equipment of our armies. 


It is necessary and essential to keep 


our industries running and everybody 
employed to the best advantage. 


Over every door in the land should 


be written "war work here," and the 
occupants of 
every home should be 


guided by that patriotic motto. 


We have vast advantages in being 


guided by the costly 
experience of 


Bngland in our preparations for war. 
President Wilson is doing herculean 
wori and so are his -various lieuten- 
ants, so are the departments at Wash- 
ington, and so are the congressmen 
..and 
senators. With few exceptions 


'the representatives of the people at 
Washington are showing a splendidly 
patriotic spirit. Party lines have been 
obliterated in promoting the war and 
with the exception of "the few wilful 
men" the entire body is working with 
one mind in supporting President Wil- 
son ft"d the departments in tha mam- 
moth task of carrying on the war. 


The government control of the rail- 


roads has brought new courage to the 
people and especially to the industries 
of Saa country. A paralyzed railroad 
system would defeat our efforts in the 
war and defeat in our case would 
mean defeat for the Allies. But with 
Mr. McAdoo as director, and Harrison 
Hblden, Elliott, Eae and Knattschnitt, 
all great railroad executives, at his 
elbow, there can be no doubt that from 
this time forward, the railroads of tho 
country will accomplish 
more than 


ever before not only in promoting the 
preparations for war but in meeting 
the demands of the various industries 
by which the government is to be sus- 
tained in the war.

our ability to buy Liberty 


bonds to help win the war. 


Moreover, in the matter of food, ev- 


ery patriotic person, we assume, is 
willing to put up with tho inconven- 
ience of a shortage in sugar or even 
of a temporary shortage in coal. This 
spirit of forbearance in meeting incon- 
veniences without worry or complain 
will greatly help in a general way the 
men who are directing affairs for the 
nation's honor and vindication. This 
is a big country and the gcveramen- 
5s now engaged in a. task compared 
with whij?h the greatest ever previ- 
ously undertaken was 
insignificant. 


Therefore, it is to be expected that 
there will be mistakes, that some parts

Perhaps it has occurred to tew peo- 


ple to speculate about the amount of 
leather used in the sweat bands of 
tuns. The makers of one of tho fabric 
substitutes for leather, however, ha 
just completed a survey of the field. 


They report that in 191C—Just, an 


average year—there were 
127,492, 


liats and caps made in 
the 
Uaite< 
States, or two and a half "lids" for 
each member of tho male population 
without regard for age, race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. 
The sweat bands for all these hats 
would make a single band about two 
nches wide and 265,625,000 feet long- 
enough to go twice around the world, 
with plenty left over for a nice size- 
able bow somewhere along the equa- 
or. In this tape there would be 44,- 
tOO.OOO square feet of leather, and.the 
oss in trimming off the corners of the 
hides and bringing them down to this 
shape would amount to at least 3-1,- 
000,000 square feet more. 
Now 55,000,000 square feet of leatlier 
would make the tops for about 20,- 
000.000 shoes. We need feel littlo won- 
der, then, in learning that next year 
a goodly part of this leather actually 
will go into shoes that
